Wings (when sitting) erect, and meeting up- 
wards.

SPECIFIC CHARACTER 


BUTTERFLY with brown wings, fulvous at 
the base, with the upper wings subfalcated, 
marked with a yellow band, and spotted 
beneath with white. 


This rare insect is an inhabitant of the warmer 
parts of South America, and is represented on the 
plate in its natural size.
